To whom it does not concern: 
I address my epistle thus as it is more likely . 

to arouse the finder's curiosity and to cause him to continue. I am 

Parallo Piped, and I have with me my wife, Cora Larey Piped. 

Several years ago my wife and I decided to take a trip to Mars to 
look over the fashions there (my wife is in the dress-making busi- 
ness). We made our plans and on the thirty-third day of Octem- 
ber, 1984, we took passage on the sky-scraper U. R. Crazy, bound 
for Mars. We had gone only a few million miles when the captain 
appeared in the cabin and quietly informed us that the engines had 
broken, and that instead of making for Mars, we were rapidly fall- 
ing toward Saturn.

Then we sat huddled in the 
cabin, awaiting the order to jump off. As soon as observations of our 
course could be take, we were told that we were falling toward the 
sun, and that it would be safer to leave the comet. Accordingly we 
gathered up our few most important possessions, and went out to the 
deck. Here hasty farewells were being said, as the various passengers 
hurriedly left the ill-fated comet. My wife and I went the round of our 
numerous friends and acquaintances, and then, hand in hand, we 
jumped from the comet's deck. 

Our passage through the air was not as rough as we had expected. 
We went quite slowly, buoyed up by our parachutes, but try as we 
would, we could not see where we were going. After falling for 
what seemed days, we began to discern a faint glow, far below us. 
We could not make out what this was, and puzzled over it even as 
we drew near. We were still wondering about it when with a re- 
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sounding splash we were immersed in pitch-black and icy cold water.

In a few minutes, during which time 
we nearly froze, Charon rowed toward us, fished us out with a boat 
hook and deposited us before a pair of immense sooty gates.

They surrounded us and led us away we knew not 
where. 

After a short walk through murky blackness we stopped before 
an imposing building of grey granite, all streaked and stained with 
soot. One of the imps knocked and a door opened. There on the 
threshold appeared Mephistopleles himself. He had been very busy 
for the last several days, we learned later, in devising fitting punish- 
ment for Ottila, who had tried to escape for about the fifty-ninth 
time. He was very tired and consequently somewhat cross, although 
as a rule he is very jolly and friendly. So he glared at us spite- 
fully and in a low growling voice assigned us to “Number four 
hundred and ten.” 

They led us away again and after a longer walk, during which 
we saw many souls expiating there crimes, we arrived at our des- 
tination. We recognized quite a few celebrities, among whom 
were Homer, Pompey and Eugene Debs.

Capitol News of October 10 in re- 
ference to the Saginaw-Lansing 
game in which Lansing was de- 
feated by a score of 7-0. 

Saginaw resents that statement 
because if there is any one thing 
which Saginaw prides itself in, 
more than any other. it is her re- 
cord of hitherto unquestioned 
good sportsmanship. Saginaw 
fights clean. And no one can 
challenge that statement without 
committing a serious offense 
against her team and against the 
student body as a whole. 

It is plain that this charge has 
been placed in a state paper to 
poison the minds of those who, la- 
ter in the season will be appoint- 
ed to judge title caliber without 
having seen a majority of the el- 
igible teams in action. Thus they 
will have to rely solely on press 
reports in the various newspapers 
of the state for their information. 
This is clearly the ultimate end in 
view in publishing so malignant 
an article to be spread broadcast 
over the state. 

“The Lansing gridders, ankle 
deep in slime and mud, were prac- 
tically helpless, and the open at- 
tack was taboo on account of the 
heavy condition of the ball"...to 
quote the wit on the Capitol city 
News. 

“It could hardly be called the 
policy of the Lansing high school 
athletes to wail over a mere de- 
feat of their teams without prov- 
ocation’’............ is another passage 
which is to be noted for its humor. 
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The News has added a sort of 
unique humor to an otherwise 
awkward situation by securing a 
real humorist to complete the 
write-up which was begun in a 
quite exaggerated and poorly 
composed manner. We compli- 
ment them on their engenuity. 
However the last two statements 
are most ridiculous in the way of 
attempting to furnish an alibi. 

We do not charge the team or 
the students of Lansing high with 
the above statements; however, 
these accusations still retain their 
authenticity for two reasons the 
Lansing coach, Rockwood, was 
actually quoted; and, second, 
they still remain unchallenged 
and unrepudiated by the Lansing 
team which must realize that they 
are untruths.

Saginaw wins from Alma 16—0 


Although having to fight with the best which was in them, Saginaw 
High beat Alma High School in the first interscholastic game of the 
season at Alumni Field, September 24. "The score was 16 to 0. 

The Alma team, weak on the offense, showed up well on the defense, 
and made our men fight to the utmost of their ability. The most pleas- 
ing part of the game from our standpoint was the unbreakable defense 
shown by our men. Alma made but two first downs, and only once 
had the ball in our territory. 

Our offense was inconsistent. When going at their best, however, 
our men were all-powerful, crashing through for a number of substantial 
gains. But when the goal posts were near, and everybody was looking 
for a touchdown, the team seemd to lose its stride, and get all mussed 
up, the men falling over each other. The ball was twice carried over 
the line for a touchdown though, Captain “Bob” Gillingham doing the 
trick both times.

Bay City Western swamped Score 25-0 
Speeding up in the last half after a rather a slow start, Saginaw's 
gridiron men scored a walk-away from Bay City Western at Alumni 
Field, October 1. The score was 52 to 0. 
Once Coach Beatty’s men got started, they showed the acme of 
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team-work and playing ability. During the first quarter the team made 
a number of fumbles which prevented its scoring as many touchdowns 
as it deserved, but we found it easy to overlook and forget the short- 
comings of the first periods when the team at last rounded into its true 
form. With the line opening holes in a fine fashion, and the backs 
blocking beautifully for the man who carried the ball, our team com- 
pletely demoralized Bay City's men and crashed through for a number 
of goals in the latter stages of the game. 

Our team used straight football all through the game. Forward 
passes were attempted twice, but both attempts failed so badly that 
from that time on every inch of ground gained was by line plays or end 
runs. The backs were capable ground gainers in both lines. 


DEFENSE AGAIN ADAMATINE. 

Our defense again played a star game. Bay City did not even 
make a first down ; in Tact they lost more ground than they gained on the 
offensive. Our line hurried Anderson so much that he was not able to 
get off a good kick on any of his attempts at a punt. Twice we blocked 
punts, one of them turning into a touchdown when Fredericks got in the 
way of a kick from the 10-yard line and DeBolt picked up the ball, car- 
rying it over the line. 

We gained more than 100 yards in making the first touchdown in 
the first period. A blocked punt helped to check us, but we recovered 
the ball then swept down the field for a goal without losing it. Lack 
of spectacular playing featured the game, there being many gains 
by the backs but few of them for more than 20 yards. 

Twice during the first half, fumbles within the 10-yard line killed 
our chances for scoring, an the whistle at the end of the half found the 
ball on Bay City's one yard line, where another play would have put it 
over the way we were going at the time. The half ended with a score 
of 20 to 0, and the third quarter ,the coach playing a second string line, 
only one touchdown was made.

Saginaw Smashes Lansing State Title Hopes to the tune of 7-0. 
Saginaw won its first important victory of the season when it won 
from Lansing's last year's champs by a score of 7 to 0, at Alumni iFeld, 
October 8. The game practically eliminated Lansing from further 
consideration for the state title. 

The score however, does not begin to represent the difference be- 
tween the two teams, as it is generally conceded, Lansing papers to the 
contrary that if the two teams should meet again in open conflict the 
score would be increased by at least two touchdowns. Saginaw made 
13 first downs while Lansing made only three, and twice when on the 
verge of a touchdown failed through a poor choice of plays than through 
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lack of ability to add to the score. Lansing was completely at a loss as 
to the way in which to stop our team when they got started and we 
went through for a number of substantial gains a number of times. 
The play was entirely in Lansing's territory except for a few 
minutes in the third quarter, after we scored our lone touchdown. 


"BRACKY" MAKES TOUCHDOWN IN THIRD. 

Wayne Brackenbury scored the only touchdown of the game in the 
early minutes om the third period after Pete Brown had taken the ball 
for a four yard gain and planted it within a few inches of the line. In 
fact, Pete went over the line, but referee Straub couldn't see it that 
way. "Bracky" crashed over Lansing's right tackle through an open- 
ing made by Roseberry and scored. Roseberry kicked goal. 

The individual starring of the game was all on Lansing's side in the 
person of Ronald Fitzpatrick, flashy quarter, who played all the offen- 
sive game that Lansing had to offer. Three times “Fitz” got away for 
runs of 23, 25 and 27 yards respectively, circling the ends with light- 
ning speed and shaking off tacklers in a fashion that gave us real cause 
for worry. These were the only first downs that Lansing made, though. 

Lansing was helpless against our line. In fact, the net result of 
their attacks on coach Beatty's front totaled to a net loss in yardage. 
The line looked just as good as in the Alma and Bay City Western game 
and proved conclusively that it is one of the best lines we have ever had. 

No one man on our team monopolized the starring honors, Gilling- 
ham and Brackenbury being used chiefly on offense and gained ground 
consistently. Pete Brown was also a good gainer and it seemed almost 
as thoughMack was a little faulty in his judgment in not using Pete 
more often, especially when only a short distance had to be gained. 
Lansing never stopped Brown without at least a small gain, while Brac- 
kenbury and Gillingham lost ground a few times. 

The honors for the large gains of the game belong with Brackenbury. 
In the first half he got away for two runs of 18 yards and one of four- 
teen. But Brown-and Gillingham made several smaller runs that 
counted a great deal although they were less spectacular. 

Following an exchange of punts at the outset with neither team 
able to gain, we got started from our 35-yard line and swept down the 
field right down to Lansing's goal. In three downs we scored all but 
half a yard and on the next try Mack called for an end run and Gilling- 
ham lost a half yard, the ball going over. 

It was at this point that Fitzpatrick inserted the most spectacular

playing of the game. Ten yards behind his own goal line to punt, and 
scarcely daring to try a punt that was almost certain to be blocked, 
he skirted our left end and out to the 24-yard mark for a gain of 23 
yards. Two of our men missed tackles on him behind his own goal, 
which would have meant a safety. 

In the second period we got going again aided by a foolish bit of 
work by Fitzpatrick when he tried to run with the ball on the fourth 
down and ten to go. We took the ball on Lansing’s 40-yard line and 
carried it to the 11-yard line where, with another yard needed on the 
final down an end run was attempted which lost a yard, while a straight 
line buck would have been almost sure to net the required distance. 


THINGS FINALLY COME OUR WAY IN THIRD. 

After being stopped twice by poor headwork we at last got a 
break in the first few minutes of the third. We had worked the ball 
to the 25-yard line but could not gain. Brown failed because of a 
poor pass to make the required yardage on the last down, but Lansing 
had been offside which gave us a first down on the 20-yard line. From 
there we crashed through for the only touchdown of the game. 

Lansing carried the ball into our territory for the only time during 
the game immediately after this score, when Fitzpatrick got away 
again around end for 25 yards, putting the pig-skin on our 33-yard mark. 

Most of our gains were made by line bucks and short over-tackle 
drives. Neither team tried much overhead play, Lansing trying two 
passes and Saginaw one, all three of which were incomplete. 


BROWN PLAYS STAR DEFENSIVE GAME. 

As defensive fullback Brown backed up his line in fine style and 
whenever any Lansing back showed signs of coming through the line he 
was on the job to stop him. Pete got more tackles than any other 
man on the team and finished up tackle after tackle for the line. 

Contrary to expectations we did not outweigh Lansing to any ap- 
preciable degree on the line, although we had somewhat of an advant- 
age over them on the backfield in the matter of weight.

SAGINAW TOO “COCKY”—BARELY NEGOTIATES A WIN 
OVER OWOSSO 


Over-confidence on the part of the members of the team and lack 
of knowledge of their work on the part of some of the officials was 
responsible for the smallness of the score by which we won from 
Owosso's weak team in a game played at Owosso, October 15, by a 
score of 20 to 12. 

Our defensive work was all that could be asked for as Owosso did 
not make even one first down, both touchdowns being made through 
“flukes.” One came in the second quarter when we lost the ball in the 
center of the field and Owosso took it down to our goal line. Rose- 
berry, trying to punt, kicked the ball straight in the air and it rolled 
behind the goal line, where an Owosso man fell upon it, scoring a touch- 
down. The other, made in the final period, was nothing more nor less 
than a gift from the officials. While trying to catch a pass, Bracken- 
bury slipped and fumbled the ball, it rolled for about ten yards. Ca- 
ruso of Owosso scooped it up and ran for 70 yards unmolested, over 
the Saginaw goal line and the officials let it go as a touchdown, rather 
than calling it an incomplete pass as it should have been. 

On the whole, the work of the officials was very crude—even laugh- 
able if it had not been so exasperating to a team that was trying to play 
football and was prevented time and time again by poor decisions by the 
officials. 

NOT MUCH CLASS TO TEAM. 


But even the ignorance of the officials does not serve as an alibi for 
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the fact that the work of the team on the offense was poor. The team 
fumbled often, and usually Owosso recovered the fumbles. The line 
did not open any holes, but most of the time played in the way of backs, 
and for the most part the backs failed to block properly and the man 
who was carrying the ball had no assistance at all. 

We failed to score in the first quarter through a number of fumbles, 
but finally got started in the second period and tramped down (0 the 
Owosso goal, aided greatly by a 20 yard dash by Brackenbury. But 
even at that it took four downs to get over from the four yard line, 
Weadock finally diving through center. Owosso soon after made its 
first score. The half ended 7 to 6, Roseberry having succeeded in 
kicking goal while Rice of Owosso failed to do so. 

Brackenbury made our second touchdown on a 25-yard run 
around end, aided by one of the few flashes of blocking exhibited by 
our team. The third touchdown was made by Roseberry who picked 
up the ball in midfield and negotiated the 50-yard run with the aid 
of a neat piece of blocking by Brackenbury. 


PETE BROWN OUT OF GAME EARLY 

Our backfield teamwork was considerably broken up right at 
the start when Pete Brown was kicked in the head and had to be re- 
placed by Partlo. Partlo played a fine defensive but hardly came 
up to Brown's standard in offensive. 

When it came to advancing the ball, Abbie Corbin, who replaced 
Brackenbury in the last quarter, stood out as our best bet. He was 
a consistent ground gainer both in plays through the line and when 
trying end runs, but did not get enough assistance from the other 
members of the team in blocking to score again, although he was head- 
ed that way when the whistle blew.
